In his discussion of this 
point the Prime Minister used rather 
ambiguous language which, if not clari- 
fied, might: lead to new controversies 
among the various governments. 

After commenting on the advantages 
of shared programs, Mr. Pearson said: 
“Many of the disadvantages I have men- 
tioned could be removed or reduced by 
the federal : t working More 
closely with the provinces in the initia- 
tion and administration of programs. 
Perhaps the federal share of the cost 
could vary according to the fiscal ca- 
pacity of the provinces participating . . - 

While the first sentence is clear 
enough, the second would seem to be 
open to two interpretations. It might 


be;construed to mean that if the rich 
provinces stayed out of a program, the 
federal government would be justified 
in paying a higher share (let us say, 75 
instead of 50 per cent) to accommodate 
weaker provinces which might other- 
wise be reluctant to enter the argument. 
But this construction seems improbable 
for in such a case the richer provinces, 
expecting compensation, would have a 
strong incentive for non-participation. 
By staying out, they could extract more 
from Ottawa for themselves and for 
other ts as well. 

The federal government could not 
welcome such an arrangement because, 
as Mr. Pearson said earlier, it does not 
wish to encourage provinces to exercise 
the course of option,

DESPITE THE PRADO’S BAD LIGHT 
Unbelievable Riches of a Legendary Collection 


TOW I have had my say about the 
shortcomings of the Prado as a place 
in which to show pictures to. the publie— 
and thisis a way of-regarding galleries that 
is foreign to accepted 
notions in Europe, 
where display tech- 
niques like those of the 
Stedelijk in Amster- 
dam (or any good 
North American gal- 
lery) are exceptional— 
let me pay tribute to 
the unbelievable riches 
of this legendary col- : 
lection. 
To begin with, nobody Emery 
who has not been to the Prado can have 
any idea of the real contribution of Spain 
to Western painting. The fifty works of 
Velasquez on view include all his greatest 
pab.tings; the 34 El Grecos contain all that 
is necessary to give the viewer a com- 
prehensive notion of this highly individual 
genius’: work, though a trip to Toledo and 
to the Metropolitan in New York is neces- 
sary before you can say you have seen

Mr. Pearson's suggestion was, of 
course, purely tentative, But it will 
suggest interesting possibilities to some 
provinces and horrendous possibilities:to 
others.

Opens New Studies 


On Grape Potential

A program to make Vancouver Island a major com- 
mercial grape-producing centre has been launched by the 
Dominion Experimental Farm at Saanichton. 


The project has the backing 
of the Saanicti' and coastal 
wine industries and fruit 
growers. 

Harry Andison, director, 

_said tests are being conducted 
on 15 varieties to find out the 
most suitable grapes for 
planting on the Island. 

Most of the varieties, orig- 
inating from France and West 
Germany, are being tested for 
early maturing, sugar content 
and hardiness. 

TWO YEAR WAIT 

Results should be known in 
the next two years, he said. 

“We are after grapes 
which will mature in late Au- 
gust instead of September,” 
he said. 

He said prospects for grow- 
in grapes on a commercial 
scale for both wine and table 
use are good, and like logan- 
berries, the fruit’ could be- 
-come—a Major crop a 
few years. 

Okanagan grape experts, 
who investigated growing con- 
ditions on Vancouver Island 
recently, are also confident 
that some varieties will do 
well on the Island. 

The Saanich wine industry 
which imports its grapes from 
the Okanagan Valley is in- 
terested in the farm’s project 
as it would cut down costs if 
the fruit was grown locally. 

While grape culture is not 
new to the Island, the fruit 
Was never grown to any ex- 
tent mainly because of the 
lack of a commercial market. 
Knowledge of suitable vari- 
eties was also limited.
